Each of the schools has an appointed principal/headmaster. The majority of 

fese principals/headmasters have received their appointments as a result of success- 
Fl participation in the court’ approved promotional rating process. All first year 
mincipals/heacmasters ’ have been evaluated. The evaluation process iS new and is 


qtended to’ complement the promotional rating system. Parents, teachers, and others 


mstitute Local Evaluation Committees.

Madison Park High School, in planning for over a decade, will be sub- 
stantially ready for ie Seno wen September, 1977. The school was designed as a 
campus-style facility on an extensive site of some 40 acres.

The.school will have extensive outdoor play areas, fields and courts. 


Provisions for parking and bus access will be permanently provided when the ORC 


is completed but interim provisions are being made for these services. Interim 


provisions are also being made for Physical Education, Art and Music programs and 
for the Commmity Superintendent's office pending completion of Buildings #1 and 
#4. 
Upon opening, the school will have outstanding facilities for all basic 
subjects and fon specialized labs in Science, Home Economics, Business Education, 
Industrial Arts. Library provisions are ample. The cafeteria system is one of
